It  was  in  the  nor'tTrc-srsV'sec tlon  of  the  sky  and  was  located  at  a forty- 
five  decree  angle  between  land  and  directly  overhead,  'Ehe  object  was 
illuminated  in  redj yellow,  and  blue  bo  blue-green  colors., each  color 
increasing  and  decreasing  in  intensity  from  time  to  time  giving  the 
object  an  appearance  of  different  colors  at  different  times.  There 
were  no  sets  of  color  change,, the  object  changed  colors  randomly. 

The  object'  would  move  to  the  left  or  right.. move  cioaer  or  pull  away. 
These  movements  were  also  at  random*  I was  able  to  drive  17  miles  to 
the  television  station.. set  up  a comora  on  a trl pod . , adjus t b tolophoto 
'ii-xaexM  lens  (a  six-inch  lens)  and  shoot  the  film  v/hile  the  object 
remained  tn  a general  location,  I used  Eastman  tri-x  l6mm  fLlm., 
shot  at  J{.3  frames  per  second*.and  forced  the  film  in  the  processor  a 3 
much  as  possible,  Vve  checked  with  the  ?^prehead  plane tarlun  at  UriG 
and  found  that  several  other  people  in  this  area*  had  also  seen  the 
obje_c^t,A  Firing  from  the  high  altitude' research  center  at  Wallop’ 3 
Island,  Virginia  was  r ruled  out  because  a check  with  MA3A
